ROCKINGHAM COUNTY DELEGATION, 1945 
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Room 100 
State House 
Jan. 10, 1945. 

The Rockingham County Delegation met for the 
purpose of organization. 

The meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Hobbs. 

The Chairman appointed Rep. Carl M. Fogg, of 
Deerfield, as temporary clerk. 

Roll call showed 44 members present. Rep. Rich- 
ards and Rep. Gifford being absent. 

Rep. Peever nominated Rep. Robert Johnson for 
Chairman. Voted that the nominations be closed and 
the Clerk cast one vote for Robert Johnson as Chair- 
man. ; 

Rep. Robert Johnson was declared elected Chairman 
of the Delegation. 

Rep. Barrett nominated Rep. Carl Fogg for Clerk. 
Voted that the nominations be closed and that Rep. 
Brown of South Hampton cast one vote for Carl Fogg 
as Clerk. | 

Rep. Carl M. Fogg declared elected Clerk. 

Rep. Corson nominated Rep. Mary Dondero as vice 
chairman. Voted that the Clerk cast one vote for Rep. 
Dondero as vice chairman and Rep. Mary Dondero 
was declared elected vice chairman. 

Rep. Laighton wished to have more time to report 
on Portsmouth Jail. 


The request was granted. 

Voted that a rising vote of thanks be given Chair- 
man Hobbs for the very able manner he served as 
Chairman for the 1943 Delegation. 


Chairman Johnson appointed the following Budget 
Committee:

Feb. 13, 1945 


The Rockingham Delegation called to order by 
Chairman Johnson at 2 P. M. 

Hearing on House Bill No. 74, ‘An act authorizing 
the County of Rockingham to reimburse the Town of 
Exeter for certain County Taxes.” 

Rep. Bourn of Exeter spoke in favor of bill and 
asked Harold Fowler, of the State Tax Commission to 
explain the bill. 

Harold Fowler explained that the Town of Exeter 
during the years 1935 to 1943 paid County taxes with 
interest for the amount of $48,240.73. 

Rep. Bourn stated that this was not a new order as 
the Town of Stewartstown was reimbursed for both 
State and County taxes under Chap. 230 and 303 laws 
of 1937. 

Public Hearing closed and Executive session called. 

Rep. Corson made a motion that this bill be reported 
“as ought to pass” and being seconded it was so voted. 

Rep. Laighton reported that he would bring in a 
report on the Portsmouth Jail at the next meeting. 

Voted to adjourn.

The Rockingham Delegation called to order by 
Chairman Johnson for a hearing on House Bill No. 
174, “An act relative to the salary of the Sheriff of 
Rockingham County.” 

Chairman Johnson asked Rep. Peever to take the 
chair. 

Chairman Johnson spoke in favor of bill—other 
counties had increased the sheriff’s salary and that 
the Portsmouth Jail being closed gave the Sheriff less 
fees. ; 

Rep. Corson asked Sheriff Frink about the fees. He 
said they were less with Portsmouth Jail closed. 

Sixteen members present. 

Voted to adjourn to Thursday, March 1, after 
adjournment of the House for ex-session.

Report of Special Committee appointed to investi- 
gate proposed closing of the Portsmouth Jail as 
follows: 

Feb. 27, 1945 
Mr. Robert A. Johnson, Chairman 
Rockingham County Delegation 
Dear Sir: 


At the special meeting at Exeter last August of the 
Rockingham County Delegation, called at the request 
of the Board of Commissioners for the purpose of 
obtaining the Delegation’s opinion regarding the pro- 
posed closing of the Portsmouth Jail, it was voted that 
a special committee be appointed by the Chairman to 
investigate the proposed closing of the Portsmouth Jail 
and that this committee should report back to the next 
delegation. The special committe appointed to in- 
vestigate this matter submits its report herewith. 

The Portsmouth Jail was closed by the Board of 
Commissioners on Sept. 1, 1944 and all prisoners were 
transferred to the County Farm at Brentwood. In 
order to avoid any charge of politics being made 
against this committee, the committee held in abey- 
ance its investigation during the fall while the cam- 
paign preceeding the State election was in progress. 
Likewise, because one of the members of the Board of 
Commissioners was a candidate, the committee also 
followed this same procedure with regard to the 
Municipal campaign in Portsmouth last December. In 
anticipation of a meeting of this special committee 
scheduled in Portsmouth on Jan. 2, 1945, which was 
subsequently postponed, the following communication 
was sent to the Board of Commissioners: 
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Portsmouth, N. H.

Gentlemen: 

At a special meeting of the Rockingham County 
Delegation held in Exeter last August it was voted ° 
that a special committee be appointed to investigate 
the closing of the Portsmouth Jail. That committee 
will meet next Tuesday, Jan. 2, at 10 A. M. at the 
Probate Court Room, Portsmouth, for the purpose of 
carrying out the duties assigned to it. ‘The committee 
will be pleased to receive whatever information you 
may wish to give pertaining to this matter.

Your letter of Dec. 27, 1944, received and would say 
that the Commissioners have no further information 
regarding the Portsmouth Jail. The Jail is closed and 
according to the Public Statutes we have that right 
and the County Delegation has no authority regarding 
this matter.

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On Feb. 12, the committee met at the County Court 
House, Portsmouth, for the purpose of inspecting the 
Jail and also to receive any information that the 
Sheriff might desire to give to the committee. In the 
opinion of the committee, the County possesses a valu- 
able asset.in the Portsmouth Jail, one that it should 
make full use of in the years ahead. 

The building is of rugged construction, well venti- 
lated, and situated on a large lot of land with ample 
yard room for exercise facilities. It is, however, in 
some need of repair. Many of the windows should be 
reglazed, some valleys in the roof show signs of leak- 
age, and in some parts of the building the paint has 
peeled. The committee was particularly impressed 
with the apparent neglect of the building since its 
closing last Sept. 1. 

If history is to repeat itself, this committee is of 
the opinion that a wave of crime may be expected to 
follow the war. Inasmuch as Rockingham County will 
be unable to pick its criminals, it should have an 
institution in which it can safely and securely house 
them. 

Escapes from Portsmouth Jail have been very, very 
few. This Jail has an advantage to be found nowhere 
else in the County with regard to assistance in case 
of trouble. Police headquarters in Portsmouth is not 
over three hundred yards from the Jail and the Police 
Department is equipped with riot guns and tear gas. 
This department is also equipped with two way radio 
in its cruisers and it is also tied into the State Police 
radio system. In event of trouble at the Jail the full 
force of the Portsmouth Police Department would be 
immediately available for assistance. An attempt by 
any gang to deliver its members from jail would have 
far less chance of success at Portsmouth than would 
be the case at the County Farm. In view of the numer- 
ous escapes from the Brentwood institution since last 
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Sept. 1, residents throughout the County should have 
a far greater sense of security in the knowledge that 
criminals, some of whom might be desperate, would 
be securely confined at Portsmouth Jail. Then, too, at 
the time of arraignment and trial, if a criminal were 
confined at Portsmouth, it would be necessary to only 
walk a few steps across the yard to the Court House. 
A trip of several miles would be eliminated and with 
it the possibility of an escape or delivery. Since each 
escape is found to cost the County money to effect the 
prisoner’s recapture, it is only reasonable to point out 
that this cost increases as the number of escapes 
increase. This committee is strongly of the opinion 
that the Portsmouth Jail should be renovated imme- 
diately and put into that condition that will permit it 
to be placed on the accredited list of the Federal 
Bureau of Prisoners. It is recommended that the 
cooperation of the Board of Commissioners be imme- 
diately sought to this end and that they be requested 
to obtain estimates of this cost. It is further recom- 
mended that the Budget Committee consider the feasi- 
bility of using the unexpended balance from the 
previous year’s appropriation for the Jail and Court 
houses, said to be between $8,000.00 and $9,000.00 for 
the renovation of the Portsmouth Jail. Should addi- 
tional funds be necessary the amount should be 
included in the current year’s budget. 

The committee wishes to re-emphasize its belief that 
the Portsmouth. Jail should be re-conditioned imme- 
diately and made ready for occupancy. It urges the 
County Delegation to take such action as may be 
necessary to accomplish this result.

EXECUTIVE SESSION ON H. B. No. 174 

Representative Keay not in favor of increase. No 
action taken. 

Representative Johnson—that several members of 
the Delegation were now against H. B. No. 74. He ex- 
plained this was not a court order but up to the dele- — 
gation. 

Representative Foote—in favor of bill. 

Representative Cushing—against paying interest. 

Representative Graves—motion not in favor of the 
Delegation reviewing the bill. 

Representative Bourn—the Senate wished to know 
if the Delegation wanted to have another hearing on 
the bill. 

Representative Bretschneider—not in favor of an- 
other hearing. 

Representative Johnson—each town would be in- 
creased about eleven cents (.11) per $1,000.00. 

On a hand vote 23 members of the Delegation voted 
not in favor of reviewing the bill and six members 
voted against. 

Voted to adjourn.

Representative Dondero explained that by having 
districts each section would be represented. 

Representative Corson—that the districts in the bill 
are the same towns that the present Commissioners 
now take care of. 

Representative Bretschneider, Representative Cor- 
son and Representative Hobbs asked the object of the 
bill. 

Representative Dondero—that Portsmouth, Exeter 
and Derry would be represented. 

Discussion by Representative Holmes, Representa- 
tive Bourn, Representative Jones and Representative 
Keay. | 

Hearing closed and delegation went into executive 
session. 

Representative Corson—that there would be a com- 
missioner from each district. 

Representative Spollett—against bill. 

Representative Scammon—in favor. 

Representative Davis—a motion that bill be reported 
as inexpedient to legislate. 

Representative Barrett—thought a committee should 
be appointed to bring in a new bill. 

Representative Peever—in favor of bill. 

Representative Corson—said present commissioners 
not to oppose the bill. 

On a hand vote the motion was lost, 7 in favor and 
18 against. 
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Representative Scammon—motion that a sub com- 
mittee of five members be appointed to consider House 
Bill No. 236 and recommend any changes. 

The motion was carried.

1 and inserting in place thereof the following : 2. 
Rockingham Commissioner Districts. 

Amend section 14 of chapter 45 of the Revised Laws 
by adding at the end thereof the following: VI. Rock- 
ingham: District 1, Portsmouth, Newington, Green- 
land, New Castle, Rye and North Hampton; district 2, 
Nottingham, Northwood, Deerfield, Candia, Raymond, 
Auburn, Chester, Fremont, Sandown, Londonderry, 
Derry, Hampstead, Atkinson, Windham, Salem and 
Danville; district 3, Hampton, Newmarket, Newfields, 
Exeter, Hampton Falls, Seabrook, Kensington, East 
Kingston, South Hampton, Newton, Epping, Brent- 
wood, Kingston, Plaistow and Stratham. 

Motion made by Representative Scammon that H. B. 
236 as amended ought to pass. 
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Representative Barrett offered the following amend- 
ment of the original amendment ‘That North Hamp- 
ton be taken from District No. 1 and placed in District 
No. 3.” 

Representative Scammon, Representative Hobbs, 
Representative Keay, and Representative Wheeler not 
in favor. 

Representative Barrett’s motion was voted down. 

On the question on the original amendment it was 
voted to report it “As ought to pass.” Chairman 
Johnson brought up the question of the delegation 
going to the Farm. 

By a vote of 19 to one it was voted that the Dele- 
gation visit the Farm some afternoon and not to 
expect any dinner.

The Rockingham Delegation called to order by 
Chairman Johnson at 1:45 P. M. 

Chairman Peever of the Budget Committee reported 
the following budget: 

Commissioner Currier asked that the commissioners 
salaries be increased to $4,500.00, for each of the two 
years. Also $25,000.00 should be set aside for a new 
power plant and that unexpended balance to be reduced 
to $45,000.00. 

Representative Keay asked to hear from Commis- 
sioners Foss and Marston. 

Representative Parmenter explained that the 
Budget Committee thought that any unexpended 
balance should be set aside for the Power Plant. 
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Commissioner Foss—commissioners’ salaries should 
be increased, the $25,000.00 for Power Plant be left to 
the Delegation and that one Court House might be 
closed. 

Commissioner Marston recommended the same as 
the other commissioners. 

Superintendent Hilton wished the delegation to 
know that the boiler room was in poor condition. 
After hospital was built no extra boiler room was 
built. Federal Government might be able to put in 
70% of the cost and the Commissioners to have 
charge of building. Infirmary a fire trap. Hoped 
visiting group would come back. 

Sheriff Frank reported that $5,375.00, as voted in 
the budget would be enough to get the Portsmouth Jail 
ready. He submitted the following report for Jail 
expense: |

Representative Osgood—in favor. 

Representative Hobbs withdrew his motion. 

Voted to postpone action on this bill until next 
Tuesday. 

Voted to adjourn until Tuesday, May 8th.

Sheriff Frink—other counties the size of Rocking- 
ham pay sheriff more. 

Last year he drew $3,802.82, out of which he paid 
for travel $986.80, police assistance $168.00, meals for 
police assistance, $54.40, Chaplain $10.00, leaving a 
balance of $2,583.61, which was his salary. Four 
other counties hire a bookkeeper at an average salary 
of $1,300.00 per year which this county does not pay. 

Representative Keay in favor of increase.

The motion was carried. 

Representative Wheeler—motion to authorize the 
Commissioners to issue bonds to the amount of 
$25,000.00 when the amount is needed for the power 
plant. 

Representative Peever explained that the unex- 
pended balance should be $45,111.97. 

Representative Davis—motion that the unexpended 
balance should be $45,111.97. 

It was so voted.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Exeter, New Hampshire, December 31, 1945 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
the County Home and Mitchell Memorial Hospital, 
Clerk of the Superior Court, County Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Farm Chaplain, Farm Physician, and Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1945. 

The Board of Rockingham County Commissioners 
are gratified in reporting that December 31, 1945, finds 
an unexpended balance of the general appropriation in 
the amount of $22,648.14. The County Treasurer’s 
_ Balance Sheet shown on later pages indicates that as 
of Dec. 31, the County is out of debt and has a net 
surplus of $16,718.37. 

Direct Relief (Support of Poor off the County Farm) 
for which the expenditures in 1944 was $39,399.09, 
required $38,215.02 during 1945. The return of our 
service men had not during 1945 created any appreci- 
able increase in requests for Public Aid, this in some 
measure due to the employment field not yet having 
been over crowded, and also where employment is 
lacking the availability of unemployment insurance. 
However, the future respecting Direct Relief, judged 
by the past and particularly with the depression years 
of 1930 to 1939 having created a widespread familiar- 
ity with the availability of Public Aid, depends very 
much on the extent to which employment is available 
to our people. Throughout 1945 those receiving Direct 
Relief were the unemployables, the infirm and afflicted, 
some old enough to receive Old Age Assistance but 
otherwise ineligible because of being aliens or lacking 
birth certificates. 
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The appropriation of $25,000.00 for Board and Care 
of Children (neglected or orphaned) augmented by 
receipts from parents in certain instances of $3,373.71, 
showed at the end of the year a surplus of $1,480.50. 
As of Dec. 31, 1945, 74 children were being boarded 
at County Expense in Foster Homes and 23 in insti- 
tutions. On Dec. 31, 1944, these figures were 64 and 
28 respectively. 

Of the $11,000.00 appropriated for payment of the 
County’s share (25%) on the 98 Old Age Assistance 
cases which are County responsibility, a balance of 
$92.22 remained as of Dec. 31, 1945. These cases are 
those who on applying have no Legal Settlement in 
any Town in this County. Legal Settlement is held by 
any person who has lived five years consecutively in 
any town and during these years has had no public 
aid. Since receipt of Old Age Assistance is not con- 
sidered receipt of Public Aid, a person receiving it for 
five consecutive years and residing all of this time in 
any certain town acquires by this domicile a Legal 
Settlement and thus becomes a Town responsibility. 

The Medical Referee account for which $1,000.00 
was appropriated shows an overspending of $2,205.77, 
this being due to a substantial increase in the number 
of deaths by violence, accidental and otherwise, and 
also due to increasing numbers of autopsies in the 
interest of establishing as accurately as possible the 
question of criminal act. 

The appropriation for care and supplies for Ports- 
mouth Court House in amount of $4,400.00 was 
insufficient, there being an overspending of $623.51, 
this being occasioned by the necessity for certain 
emergency repairs. 

The appropriation of $30,000.00, for operation of the 
Superior Court, which was $2,000.00 less than appro- 
priated for 1944, was insufficient there being an over- 
spending of $564.97, this due mainly to a murder trial 
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and greater court activity due to return of numerous 
veterans whose absence had halted their cases. 

The County Farm and Mitchell Memorial Hospital 
account, with an appropriation of $80,000.00 and 
receipts of $36,675.95, shows an overspending of 
$196.02. 

The acute shortage of nurses both Registered and 
Practical has compelled the continued closing of one 
floor: at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital and made the 
operation of this Hospital and the Infirmary a constant 
problem, but by restricting the number of admissions 
the care of patients has been maintained on a level 
comparable with any other institutions within the 
State. | 

The Power Plant at the County Home, as reported 
to the County Delegation during the last session of the 
Legislature, has now reached an almost emergency 
condition and study is being given as to the best means 
of dealing with this situation. New boilers are a cer- 
tain need during 1946 and the matter of whether the 
present Power House can be further utilized will be 
determined in the very near future at which time the 
entire matter will be placed before the County Dele- 
gation. 

The unusually rainy Spring and Summer were a 
great hindrance at the Farm but by field bailing the 
hay our winters needs were taken care of and a good 
surplus will be available for sale. Other crops were 
sufficient for our needs and the care and comfort of 
our inmates have been well provided for. 

It will be observed that in this report the usual Per 
Capita Cost of Maintenance of Patients at the Mitchell 
Memorial Hospital, Prisoners at the House of Cor- 
rection and County Jail and Inmates at the County 
House is not shown. This is due to a study being 
conducted with Public Accountant Remick C. Laighton, 
of Portsmouth, relative to improvement of existing 
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methods to the end of assuring the maximum of accur- 
acy. 

Lack of certain essential materials continues to 
. make impossible the re-opening of the County Jail at 
Portsmouth, but this will be effected at an early date 
as possible. 

These particularly trying war years have but the 
more convinced this Board of the good fortune of this 
County in having in charge at the County Farm and 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital a Superintendent in the 
person of George W. Hilton and an assistant in the 
person of his wife whose efficiency, loyalty and devo- 
tion to duty have been of almost inestimable value. 

To all employees of the county, officials of the towns 
and city of Portsmouth, to all the physicians and sur- 
geons at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital and Infimary 
who have aided us in the administration of county 
affairs, and ‘to all clubs and organizations who have 
kindly contributed to the welfare and happiness of the 
inmates of our institution, we are very grateful.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Superintendent of the County Farm and the 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS 


Revised Balance Sheets (Exhibit I—1943 and Exhibit 
I-1944) : 
Certain revisions were made in the Balance Sheets, 
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as originally made out, as of December 31, 1943 and 
December 31, 1944. 

In the Balance Sheet of December 31, 1943, the 
following changes were made: 


Accounts Receivable: 


Accounts receivable totaling $19,068.35, as indicated 
by the ledger at the County Farm and Hospital, were 
included as assets. A deduction of $11,820.24, repre- 
senting accounts whose collection was considered 
doubtful by the superintendent and commissioners, 
was then made leaving a net amount of $10,109.19. 
The original balance sheet figure for this account, as 
shown in the printed report, was $16,358.68. 


Accounts Payable: 


Two items were added to the Accounts Payable in 
the revised balance sheet. These were: 

(1) Due Collector of Internal Revenue account of 

tax witheld, $782.16. 

(2) Unexpended balance of appropriation for X-ray 

equipment for hospital, $2,919.50. 

These changes resulted in a Net Surplus as of De- 
cember 31, 1943, of $46,766.84, as compared to a Net 
Surplus of $56,717.99, which was originally reported. 

The following change was made in the Balance 
Sheet as of December 31, 1944: 


Accounts Receivable: 


Accounts receivable as per ledger on December 31, 
1944, amounted to $20,584.41. Doubtful accounts, 
amounting to $11,507.11, were deducted leaving a net 
amount of $9,077.30. This item as shown in the 
Balance Sheet as originally made out amounted to 
$19,334.07. 

This change in the Balance Sheet resulted in a Net 
Surplus of $47,311.31, as compared to a Net Surplus 
of $57,568.08, as originally reported.

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk 
of the Superior Court during the period under review 
were examined and compared with corresponding © 
entries in the Treasurer’s records. Supporting in- 
voices and payrolls were also examined and the classi- 
fication of expenditures was noted. 

Totals of receipts and expenditures, as indicated 
by the Treasurer’s records, were verified. The Treas- 
urer’s balance as of December 31, 1944, was in agree- 
ment with the total funds on deposit in the several 
depositary banks as indicated by the reconciliations 
made of each account. (Exhibit ITI) 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Rockingham County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouch- 
ers and payrolls beraing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm and the Mitchell Memorial Hospital 
were examined. Receipts of the Farm and Hospital 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, 
were properly accounted for by the Superintendent 
through deposits in the bank to the credit of the 
County Treasurer’s account. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS - 


Recommendations Adopted: 


Several recommendations which were made in our 
last report have been adopted. One of these is the 
use of the triplicate receipt form at the County Farm 
and Mitchell Memorial Hospital, which has heretofore 
been referred to. 


Classification of Expenditures: 


The classification of expenditures was carefully 
noted. With a few exceptions, the general county 
expenditures were found to have been classified in 
accordance with the uniform procedure. In reviewing 
the classification of county farm expenditures, how- 
ever, frequent errors were noted. Such accounts 
were reclassified during the course of the audit and 
the summaries of county farm and hospital expendi- 
tures, as contained in Schedules D-1 of each section 
of the report, reflect these changes. Summaries of 
the transfers made on account of reclassification of 
accounts appear in Schedules D-2 and D-3. 


Accounts Receivable: 


The accounts receivable of the county farm and 
hospital were analyzed and aged. A complete list of 
these accounts as they appeared on the records as of 
December 31, 1944, is included in Schedules B-2, B-3, 
B-4 and B-5. ) 

A summary of accounts receivable, as of December 
31, 1944, (Schedule B) indicates the distribution of 
these accounts as follows:

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It would seem advisable to eliminate as assets in 
the balance sheet those accounts which have become 
valueless because of their age or other reasons. The 
county commissioners and superintendent of the farm 
should review the accounts receivable and determine 
insofar as it is possible to do so those which are un- 
collectible. A list of these should be prepared and 
authority given the superintendent to remove such 
accounts from the ledger. This procedure, if followed 
annually, would result in a more accurate balance 
sheet. 


Discountes and EHxemptions from 
Federal Excise Taxes: 

More attention should be paid to the taking of dis- 
counts on farm and hospital bills. This would result 
in a saving to the couny annually of an amount which 
could not be considered wholly inconsequential. 

Another saving could be accomplished by claiming 
exemption from Federal excise taxes which are levied 
on purchases of certain commodities. All govern- 
mental units are exempt from the payment of such 
taxes if the proper exemption certificates are filed. 


Conclusion: . 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of 
the Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary 
of its essential features should be published in the 
next annual report of the County. This letter of 
transmittal should be included in its entirety. The 
publication of schedules is optional.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners 
for the County of Rockingham: 


In making my report for the year 1945, I desire first 
of all to pause for a moment and pay tribute to 
Deputy Sheriff Clarence W. Merrill who had been one 
of my Deputies since I took office as Sheriff and to 
Amos Rundlett who had been Clerk of Court for a 
great many years. Clarence was always courteous, 
firm, prompt and efficient in whatever work he was 
called upon to do, and there has been scarcely a com- 
plaint in the past_eight years. We wish to sympa- 
thize with his family in the loss of an efficient officer 
and a fine citizen. Mr. Rundlett too, was a most effi- 
cient officer, a man well liked by all who knew him and 
one of the outstanding citizens of the county. We 
regret the passing of both of these fine gentlemen and 
canno help but feel that we have benefitted by having 
had an opportunity of serving with them. 01 

The Jail in Portsmouth has been closed for the past 
year pending repairs which were authorized by our 
County Delegation at the last session of the Legis- 
lature. Our County Delegation gave the matter of 
the County Jail a lot of thought and study, and I feel 
that they planned very wisely in ordering the re- 
modeling of the Jail in Portsmouth which is a very 
well built and well ventilated building and in a place 
that could offer the most in the line of security of 
prisoners. 

I want to congratulate the County Commissioners for 
their fine work in carrying out the plans of the Dele- 
gation. They have redecorated the interior of the 
building, and have had the water and heating system 
checked. Although the plumbing work was planned 
for the middle of October, owing to the scarcity of soil 
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pipe fittings this job is not as yet completed. So far 
it has been impossible to secure the fittings but we 
trust that fittings will soon be released so that this 
work may be completed at an early date. The open- 
ing of the Jail will save a lot of travel as all bound 
over prisoners have had to be taken to the Hillsboro 
County Jail in Manchester on orders of the Court, 
until such time as the County Jail in Portsmouth is 
re-opened. 

The first half of 1945 saw crime at the lowest level 
in many years. This was of course due to the fact 
that millions of people were out of the country and 
those who were left at home were practically all em- 
ployed at high wages. Your Sheriff’s department 
investigated 218 cases of crime in the first half of 
1945 whereas in the last half of 1945 we investigated 
308 cases or an increase of ninety cases in the last 
half of the year as compared with those of the first 
half. This bears out the prediction that we made a 
year ago in the County report that crime would in- 
crease with the close of the war and I believe it will 
increase very sharply for at least the next two years. 

I want to thank the County Delegation for the 
purchase of one two way radio set and three receiving 
sets for the Sheriff’s department. They have been 
installed already and have aided greatly in the saving 
of mileage, telephone calls, saving property and the 
apprehension of crime. They will become more valu- 
able in the future with the increase of crime and the 
fact that the citizens of the County know that we 
have them and can use them to advantage. 

One of the outstanding crimes that has been 
cleaned up in the last half of the year was the hold-up 
robbery and shooting at Newton. We had very little 
to go when we started. Just a hat and a stolen car 
that had been abandoned within an hour after it had. 
been stolen, but still by hard efficient work we have 
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solved this crime and also a murder at Lynn, Massa- 
chusetts which occurred five days later by this same 
East Boston gang of cold blooded gangsters. Three 
of this gang are now in Jail awaiting trial and at the 
present writing we are getting out a Governor’s war- 
rant to bring the last member of this notorious gang 
back to New Hampshire to face justice. 

Juvenile crime is still at a high level in Rockingham 
County, as well as in our State and throughout the 
country. I still believe the best way to lower this 
type of crime is through education of the boy and girl 
while they are still in junior grades of school, and 
that through this education they will learn, “that 
obedience to law means their liberty.” 

Much was accomplished at the Fall term of Superior 
Court, with Judge Goodnow and Judge Leahy presid- 
ing. They are both very fair, conscientious hard 
working Jurists. We are looking forward with a great 
deal of pleasure to our Spring term of Court when our 
own Superior Court Judge Stephen M. Wheeler will 
preside. Clerk of Court Arthur J. Call Jr. is doing 
very fine work and I am sure that with one or two 
more terms of experience in that office, he will rank 
highly with the other Clerks of Court throughout the 
rest of the State. 

I want to thank our County Solicitor Ralph ‘G. 
McCarthy for the help and assistance that he has 
given to me and to my department during his term of 
office. He has given most untiringly of his advice and 
time, and at any time of day or night. 

It has been a pleasure to serve with our County 
officers and to work with George Hilton, Superinten- 
dent of the County Home, Donald Sweeney, our effi- 
cient Probation officer, the officers and troopers of the 
State Police Department, and the Police Departments 
of the City of Portsmouth and the various town 
officers throughout the County, and to my Deputies 
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for the helpful co-operation they have accorded to me 
during the past year. I feel that there is a better 
feeling of co-operation and working together all along 
the line than there has been for years, and after all, 
that is the way of accomplishing the best results. 

I am submitting a list of my Deputies at this time 
which has changed slightly on account of one death 
and one having moved into another County.’

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4-H WORK IN ROCKINGHAM COUNTY 1945-46 
ELIZABETH BOURNE—County Club Agent 
MARION P. WESTON—Assistant County Club yore 


In 1945, there were 84 organized 4-H clubs with an 
enrollment of 1,236 members ranging in age from 9-21 
years. They carried on 2,774 projects. All the 
towns except Newfields had 4-H clubs. 

139 Volunteer Local Leaders held 827 meetings and 
supervised the 2,774 projects. 

Food production was one of the chief aims of the 
4-H members last year. . They raised 18,086 chickens, 
13,269 dozen eggs, 124% tons of pork, over a ton of 
beef and over 200 tons of vegetables and field crops. 
In addition to working on their own projects, 4-H 
members worked 61,053 hours doing farm labor, such 
as chores and haying, for neighbor farmers. 

4-H club work teaches girls and boys to sew, cook, 
grow animals and crops and care and use of tools. 
4-H clubs furnish the only clothing and food instruc- 
tion that girls get in 24 of the 37 towns in Rocking- 
ham County. 


Project Enrollment and Accomplishments 


4-H members learn to do by doing. 
Home Economics: 


Clothing—432. girls received instruction. They 
made 653 garments and 1,092 other articles, re- 
modeled 158 garments and mended 1,889. 


Food—215 members prepared 11,886 dishes and 
6,036 meals and packed 4,866 lunch boxes and pre- 
pared 284 hot dishes for hot school lunches. 


Canning—117 members canned 9,185.5 quarts of 
fruits, vegetables and meat. 
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Home Management—330 members spent 29,500 
hours on home jobs, 14,788 hours caring for small 
children, 60 rooms were done over, 116 household 
articles were made and 46 pieces of furniture were 
refinished. 88 members kept accounts of money 
earned and spent. 


Agriculture: 
Beekeeping—3 members had 4 colonies of bees. 


Dairy—91 members owned 133 animals and 9 boys 
kept milk records. 


Livestock—37 boys raised 125 pigs, 25 boys raised 
38 animals for beef and a few sheep, 
Garden—429 members raised 51.7 acres, about 200 


tons of orcps including vegetables, potatoes and field 
corn. 


Fia-It—145 boys made 386 articles and spent 1,679 
hours on repair jobs. 


Ellectricity—25 enrolled, 53 pieces of equipment 
made and 310 hours were spent on repair jobs. 


Forestry—210 enrolled. They cut 12214 cords of 
wood, spent 5,948 hours improving pine stands by 
pruning straight trees and planted 8,625 trees. 


Poultry—189 members raised 18,086 birds. 


Work Improvement—102 enrolled. 26 more effi- 
cient methods of doing chores were used and time 
and steps were saved. 


4-H ACTIVITIES 


Health—106 members improved food habits, 42 
health habits, 43 posture and 89 had special dental 
care. 55 clubs had special health work. 
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Salvage Work—members collected 34 tons of paper, 
1,290 pounds fat and purchased or sold $18,925.85 
worth of War Bonds and Stamps. 


Heart-H Work—(Community Service) 10,000 waste 
bags for hospitals were made, also scrap books. ~ 
The members sold $231.11 worth of paper Easter 
lilies for the crippled children. 


County Camp—245 members attended Bear Hill 
Pond Camp. This is the County 4-H Camp. All 
campers received instruction in swimming and 
water safety, first-aid, nature, craft, dramatics, 
boating, fishing, archery, hiking and many other 
activities. Excellent meals were served and plenty 
of milk was available for all. 


Other activities which were held for instruction and 
interest were: demonstrations, judging, contests, poul- 
try house improvement contests, egg laying contests, 
poultry management contest, 4-H dress review, ex- 
hibiting at fairs, project tours, etc. and special project 
instruction meetings. 


STATE AND NATIONAL WINNERS 


Three boys won trips to the National 4-H Congress 
in Chicago. Alfred Swain of North Danville won his on 
Field crops and was the guest of International Har- 
vester Company; Arthur Russell of Kensington won 
his for being State Poultry Champion. He was the 
guest of Swift and Company; Paul Kimball, also of 
Kensington, won his on Better Methods and was the 
guest of Westinghouse. 


Four boys won War Bonds for outstanding work in 
gardening, safety and dairy production. 


The club agents made 922 farm and home visits, 
attended 368 meetings, ‘had 338 office and telephone 
calls, gave 19 radio talks, worked 194 evenings, held 9 
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leader training meetings, held 6 tours, and acted as 
director and Water Safety instructors at 4-H County 
Camp. 


4-H members have performed splendid service dur- 
ing this war, as they also did in the first World War 
and during the depression, producing food, salvaging 
needed materials, raising money and in addition, train- 
ing their Heads, Hearts, Hands and Health through 
the 4-H program.

Under 1945 Projects: 


The rural communities concentrated their interest 
and efforts on 


1. Food: Canning, freezing, sugar-shy desserts, and 
_ minute mixes to save time in food preparation, and 
nutrition and school lunches. 


2. Clothing: Beginning sewing, pattern alteration, 
dressmaking, finishes, remodeling, children’s cloth- 
ing and apron kits. 


3. Home Management: Refinishing, reseating, re- 
making of box cushions, upholstery, slip covers, and 
financial planning. 


The local leaders conducted very successfully the 
projects on Sugar-Shy Desserts, Beginning Sewing, 
Dress Finishes, and Reseating. The objective of hav- 
ing local leaders receive training and hold their own 
meetings was accomplished. 


The Rural Inbrary Service was again popular. 
There were 138 readers in 37 towns. They circulated 
626 books. This was an increase of 96% in readers 
and 50% in circulation over 1944. The books are pri- 
marily for rural families who do not have access to 
their local libraries, and yet want to read good books. 
Readers are appreciative of the library. A new 
section of non-fiction titles pertaining to family life 
has been established for 1946. 


In 1945 many means of reaching people were tried: 
news articles, circular letters, correspondence, radio 
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talks, office and telephone calls, exhibits, home visiting, 
talks before other organizations and conferences. 
Cooperation has been given and received from news- 
papers, granges, women’s clubs, Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciations, Schools, League of N. H. Arts and Crafts, 
N. H. Hospitalization Service, Rockingham County 
Farm Bureau, Merrimack Farmers’ Exchange, Stores 
in the county, State Board of Health, N. H. Gas & 
Electric Company, Portsmouth Gas Company, Pinker- 
ton Academy, Robinson Seminary, Deerfield Fair 
Association, and the University of New Hampshire, 
hardware dealers, town and church officials. 


To further its educational program, Home Demon- 
stration work needs and thrives on this cooperation. 
It is trying ‘‘to improve and promote a more satisfied 
family life and to encourage sound community develop- 
ment.”” Home Demonstration Work is trying to 
acquaint other agencies interested in home economics 
in its objectives, and to become familiar with their 
objectives. It is prepared to act in an advisory capa- 
city to these agencies interested in home economics, 
and to enlist their aid in furthering the county 
program. 


What are the trends in the County Home Demonstra- 
tion program? 


1. Formation of organized Home Demonstration 
groups with regular, monthly meetings with a pro- 
gram regardless of whether the Agent is present or 
not. Any club or group of six or more homemakers 
may participate in Home Demonstration work by 
organizing and holding meetings to carry on program 
chosen from county program.
